DAVID BURNHAM (NYT SPECIAL) CITES CONCLUSION IN RICHARD 
BARBER ASSOCIATES' STUDY FOR ERDA, THAT WIDESPREAD USE 
OF NUCLEAR REACTORS IN LDCS COULD PRODUCE ENOUGH 
PLUTONIUM TO BUILD 3,000 SMALL A-BOMBS PER YEAR. STUDY 
FINDS EXISTING INTL CONTROLS INADEQUATE, UNLIKELY GROW 
STRONGER, AND RECOMMENDS USG NOT ENCOURAGE SALE OF 
REACTORS TO LDCS. BURNHAM ALSO NOTES US INDUSTRY 
CONCERN THAT TOO-TOUGH USG STANCE TO ENSURE REACTOR PLU- 
TONIUM NOT CONVERTED INTO NUKES WOULD ALLOW EUR, JAPAN, 
CANADA COMPETITORS TO START WINNING LARGER SHARE OF MARKET. 
LOUISVILLE COURRIER JOURNAL (8/6) EXAMINES QUESTION 
OF US CREDIBILITY IN LIGHT OF CONTINUING POST-MORTEMS ON 
VN INVOLVEMENT. SUGGESTS WISER COURSE FOR MOMENT WOULD BE 
TO MAKE NO DRASTIC CHANGES, TAKE NO IRREVERSIBLE STEPS
